Mitochondrial Value 
Discns^ed In Talk 



Dr. D^;^^^(Ucof Àddre 
Bitflogical Society ..^ 
' Tuesday 

In a speech addreésed to the Bio- 
logical: Sociéty lutvTuesday evening. 
Dr. D. P. -SiBeeof, path^oglst of 'the 
Jewish Oeneral - Hospital, acquainted 
the society with' some fundamental 
ideas concerning. "Tife Mitochondria 
aiid: their Relation to the Tliyroid 
piand.!',. ;.. ..; ■:;'.. . 

Beginning with a definition and ex- 
planatory note on the mitochondria, 
Dr: Seeoof explained that, aocuning 
in the standard cell as constantly as 
the nucleus iteelf,.it has long been sus- 
pected that these small bodies play an 
important put in the vital functions. 
His principal idea in studying them, 
therefore, has been, to determine whe- 
ther cr not the changes in appearance 
of these mitochondria depend- on the 
health condition of; tiie individual. . 

In a work publish^; in • 1916, an 
Americahlworker jaËateàiti^ ; he could. 



SefêraSnê'*wï»ether?'or^nW'a person 
was suffering from a ■ thyroid disease, 
by the mitochondrial content of their 
cells. ' Dr..Seocof has since proven this 
to' be imposjsible,' but is still working .on 
the 'thyroid cells as "the only cells in 
which the morphological vai-iatlons 
can definitely be' correlated to ftinb' 
tional variations" and depending oil 
the iodine content of the cells. The lee

tendent Schools, . • 
Chief Aim 
The chief aim of mental hygiene Is 
the education of the chlid. Th* edu 
rational systems In 'use In moist 
^j scliool^ today give the child a feiellng 
îi v Qf insecurity detrimental to mind and 
: health, give no ^opportunity for aelf- 
. eispreaBion.jindlOT^^ neglect 
almost entifeiiythe^M Side of school 
life. 

,;ln the schools at Winnetka, great 
process has been made in eliminating 
'these evils. In order to give the chil- 
dren a feeling of security, the class- 
rooms .are made as home-like as 
possible,, with pleasant colour schemes, 
plants, pictures, etc.; the children ai-e 
tadllyldually examined and their men- 
.taffagc determined and a suitable 
curriculum set. Their mental growth 
is pjsrlodlcally noted, and marks arc 
fïglvèn to the chUd in terms of what 
: ' may be expected from his stage of 
mental development. In this way" there 
Is no false competition, ho hauhting 
; - fear of failure for backward .'students 
and no time wasted by the' teacher in 
trying to teach work too hard'for' the 
. children. 

Ontlet Needed 

îhé, need for an outlet for self- 
.^^'exprtssion and the urge io créâte, is 
:^ lmportant. Repression of these desires 
^i^miiy lead to mental ills. The most 
jr cwnihon evidence of this' need la' the 
ÉèllBprderlIness in classrooms when the 
F teacher is absent. A normal amount/ 
of opportunity for self-expression wlU 
i do away with this troublé. The solu- 
j.tion lies in a greater emphasis on work 
;<^such as wood-working, art, niuslc, dra- 
matics, nature-work, etc. ■ 

The third need is that of soclaliiing 
, the . child, of showing him that he Is 
sm-totegral part of society. In th« 
'traîUtlonal school, communication b*- 
|w;een the children is forbidden, and 
■By '.form of co-operation between 
pupils is discouraged. The children 
J; must be given an opportunity to think 
co-operatively.
